FY22 budget passes 
through city council

AGAWAM - The Agawam 
City Council adopted the fiscal 
year 2022 budget at it’s June 21 
meeting, putting the operating 
package into place prior to July 1, 
which is the start of the new fiscal 
year. 

The vote followed the contin- 
uation of a public hearing that 
started at the June 7 meeting. 
Due to technical difficulties and 
the lifting of COVID-19 restric- 
tions, the hearing continued on 
June 21 and allowed in-person 
public comment to occur prior to 
the vote. 

Only a pair of residents en- 
gaged in the public comment por- 
tion of the hearing. 


City councilors did not have 
any problems with the budget. 

Council Vice President Cecilia 
Calabrese said she liked how the 
budget was put together. 

“T think this is a well-put-to- 
gether budget,’ said Calabrese. “I 
like the format and the way the 
budget was presented, especial- 
ly coming out of the pandemic. 
I think that this is fair. We're get- 
ting our town services, and pro- 
viding for the health and safety 
and welfare of our residents.’ 

Councilor Dino Mercadante, 
who chairs the Finance Commit- 
tee, also supported the budget. 

“Everything is going up in 
cost,’ said Mercadante. “In order 
to maintain what we have, we

Lead teachers focus 
on interventions, social 
and emotional learning

AGAWAM - ‘The lead teach- 
ers in the four Agawam elemen- 
tary schools shared an update 
of the 2020-21 school year and 
how they managed through 
the changing school year at the 
June 8 Agawam School Com- 
mittee meeting. 

Superintendent Shelia Hoff- 
man explained the program 
and introduced the teachers 
involved in the program: Mitch- 
ell Taylor from Clark, Stephanie 
Harris from Granger, Kimber- 
ly Ludkiewicz at Phelps, and 
Dominic Costanzi at Robinson 
Park. 

“Just to refresh everyone's 
memory, these lead teachers 
have been in our district as a 
new position for the last three 
years, Hoffman said. “And 
what they're really able to do 
is help us be proactive around 
our efforts on PBIS. This is our 
positive behavior intervention 
model around attendance, en- 
gaging students, connecting 
families, and even more so this 
year this position has been so 
crucial as they help support 
principals and some of the 
schedule changes that were 
necessary. 

She adds that they helped 
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teachers and coaches with in- 
structional changes that were 
necessary. 

Taylor said teachers worked 
with their administration staff 
in order to identify five areas 
they wanted to focus on, like 
the office discipline referral 
data, PBIS, attendance, tier one 
and two interventions, and the 
hybrid and remote pivot. 

Costanzi agreed that one of 
their main goals is to be pro- 
active in supporting the social 
and emotional learning of stu- 
dents, although there will be 
situation where the teachers 
are more reactive. During the 
2019-20 school year, the com- 
bined elementary schools had 
642 ODR’s, that to the closure 
in March from last year and this 
school year there were a total of 
262 ODR’s. 

There is a significant de- 
crease in ODR’s and Costanzi 
said one of the reasons is that 
teachers have more time to do 
different things in the building, 
and it matched up well with the 
school year they endured. He 
explains that their proactive 
approaches as teachers includ- 
ed tier one and two interven- 
tions, tier one interventions

AGAWAM - The West of the 
River Chamber of Commerce held 
their annual legislative luncheon 
with two state senators, a state 
representative, and the mayors 
of Agawam and West Springfield 
attending. 

Executive Director Robin 
Wozniak said each member of 
the panel spoke for five minutes 
to give an overview of what's hap- 
pening in the cities and in Beacon 
Hill. 

Mayor William Sapelli of Aga- 
wam and Mayor Will Reichelt 
were able to talk about the cur- 
rent work their working on for 
their respective cities. 

State Senators Adam Gomez, 
John Velis, and State Representa- 
tive Mike Finn all had a chance 
to tell small business owners the 
progress their making in Boston. 

“After each member spoke, we 
opened a Q&A, it was a lengthy 
Q&A and we ran out of time so 
I unfortunately had to stop the 
conversation, Wozniak said. “It 
was a great event and it made us 
realize we definitely have to get 
together more often, so we'll be 
holding more meetings as decid- 
ed at the luncheon?’ 

Wozniak said people are start- 
ing to feel more comfortable post 
pandemic, resulting in 60 people 
attending in person and 15 peo- 
ple via Zoom. She said it made 
her happy to see people showing 
up to events and being in person

after the past year. 

The in-person attendance al- 
lowed for a lively conversation 
between small business owners 
and those in government, busi- 
ness owners were able to tell leg- 
islators what they really need in 
the cities; giving legislators some- 
thing to bring back to Beacon 
Hill and Mayor things to consid- 
er within their city. Wozniak said 
one topic of discussion was the 
need for workers in both cities, 
and how unemployment hinders 
that. Business owners need the 
help and have the positions to fill, 
but they can’t because unemploy- 
ment is offering a higher pay rate 
after the COVID-19 pandemic. 

While business owners ex- 
pressed their need for workers 
and the roadblock their expe- 
riencing, legislators explained 
there are already discussions of 
the unemployment interference 
in Boston. Currently there’s talk 


and plans of incentivizing people 
to work, where they receive a bo- 
nus of sorts for going back to work 
and another bonus a few months 
to a year later; for staying at their 
job. Wozniak said the conversa- 
tion was energetic and business 
owners asked if the raised unem- 
ployment could just end, as there 
are open positions and businesses 
have a need to fill them. This gave 
something to the Senators and 
State Rep. to consider when they 
return to Boston, possibly bring- 
ing it to the table to see what can 
be done. 

“These events give legislators 
a chance to talk to the people the 
represent, they're given different 
perspectives they weren't aware 
of? Wozniak said. “The business 
owners were able to tell the leg- 
islators the key things effecting 
businesses the most. Small busi-

the road at least, it 
looks like this year’s color selections are 
yellow and coral. Admittedly, I have an 
agenda here! She typically gives the pots 
to me to overwinter at the end of the sea- 
son instead of throwing them away. I ap- 
preciate that she knows my weakness for 
the delicate, “tissue paper” flowers. They 
are so gorgeous, reminiscent of cabbage 
roses in day glow colors and pretty pas- 
tels. Even though I have three pots from 
previous years that I’ve been overwin- 
tering with success, I will certainly have 
room for a couple more should she ask. 
Just like the famed cat lady would say: 
“What's two more?” 

One thing about tuberous begonias: 
although they look like succulents with 
fleshy stems, they hate hot weather; that 
is why keeping them out of direct sun is 
so important. Strong sunlight will liter- 
ally burn holes in the leaves. It’s best to 
place plants in a location that gets either 
morning or late afternoon sun. They 
also differ from succulents in that they 
like consistent moisture. One trick to 
keep flowers coming feed is to feed them 
with a high phosphorous, low nitrogen 
liquid fertilizer every two weeks. If you 
are looking to purchase fertilizer, find 
one that has a high middle number, and 
a low first number in the fertilizer anal- 
ysis of N-P-K. 

For a couple years straight I had a 
plant that grew in a four-inch pot. Al- 
though it was flowering when I bought 
it, 1 wondered why it never produced 
much more than those first few flowers. 
It’s because the pot was too small! Make 
sure that you give the plant ample room. 
After transplanting this specimen into 
an eight-inch pot, it is doing much bet-

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ter and is budding nicely. Another thing 
that is interesting about begonias is the 
fact that they produce male and female 
flowers! Take a closer look at your plants 
and you will see frilly male flowers, and 
single female flowers. I don’t mind hav- 
ing both types on my plants, but there 
are some folks that pinch off all the fe- 
male flowers so that the frilly flowers 
dominate the pot. 

Now, just how do you keep begonias 
from year to year? Once frost is in the air 
I will begin to withhold water; this will 
start the dormancy process. When the 
stems separate from the tubers, remove 
the container and shake away extra soil. 
Cure the tubers in the sun for a few days, 
then, store them in open boxes of dry 
peat moss in a location that will remain 
about 45 to 50 degrees throughout the 
winter. They should be pre-started for 
next season by March Ist. And remem- 
ber, choose a pot that is big enough. 
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No matter how hard we try, we really 
can't avoid one another. We live in a world where 
what takes place somewhere else on the globe has 
avery good chance of affecting us along with many 
others. 

The pandemic, of course, is a useful, if sobering, 
example. A virus that infected humans in one city 
in China spread with breathtaking speed around 
the world, beyond the power of governments, or 
anyone else, to stop it. 

But then, it often seems like everything is in- 
terconnected these days: workers, tourists, ideas, 
commerce, communications, drugs, crime, mi- 
grants, refugees, weapons, climate impacts... and, 
of course, illnesses. The scale and speed with which 
they cross borders are hallmarks of our world, and 
though governments spend a lot of time trying to 
manage and control what they can, they're severely 
limited in what they can accomplish. It’s one rea- 
son the distinction between “foreign” and “domes- 
tic” policy is, at heart, superficial. Globalization is 
a powerful force in the modern world, and you can 
see it on your block. 

Not surprisingly, the forces of globalization gen- 
erate benefits, challenges, and difficult problems, 
all of which must be confronted, often simulta- 
neously. Take, for instance, nuclear proliferation. 
It’s dropped out of the headlines but stopping the 
spread of weapons of mass destruction is an on- 
going priority for any U.S. administration and the 
world. Even with major international agreements 
in place for the last half-century, nine countries 
have nuclear weapons’ three since the Nuclear 
Non-Proliferation Treaty went into effect. It was 
once feared there would be many more, so U.S. and 
international efforts have been successful; still, a 
number of countries are on the cusp of developing 
nuclear weapons. 

Similarly, global migration brings both opportu- 
nity and difficulty. It’s estimated there were some 
280 million migrants in 2020, 50 million of them 


and drive that many immigrant workers 
possess. But there's no denying that it also causes 
disruption, both social and economic, and it will 
remain a domestic political flashpoint for as long 
as the U.S. remains an attractive destination. 

You can also see an example of our intercon- 
nectedness, and the issues it raises, whenever you 
go to a shopping mall. All countries need some- 
thing from other places, whether it’s food or cars 
or watches or clothing. Economic theory likes this: 
Countries specialize in making certain things more 
cheaply and efficiently, and they import the goods 
that others produce more efficiently. Open trade 
allows every country to do what it does best. But to 
factory workers thrown out of their jobs or farmers 
facing stiff competition from overseas, the details 
matter a lot. This is why trade talks go on constant- 
ly among nations and trade is always high on the 
list of domestic political issues. 

Let’s take one more example. Overall, global 
health is probably better now than it has been in 
the history of the human race. We've seen much 
improvement in health and medical care, in pre- 
vention and diagnosis, in technology, medica- 
tions, education and nutrition. But there's a basic 
fact facing the globe: the world’s population is ex- 
ploding. The 8 billion people who live on the plan- 
et are twice the number of just 50 years ago. The 
UN expects growth to level out, but still projects a 
world of 11 billion people by century’s end. As the 
COVID-19 pandemic has taught us, health issues 
faced in any part of the globe can affect us at home 
at any moment. 

None of this is to say that globalization won't 
see hiccups. There's intense political pressure to 
erect barriers, both in the U.S. and in other coun- 
tries, from segments of the population that haven't 
seen globalization’s benefits, only job losses and 
cultural change. And the pandemic has induced 
a lot of countries not just to look inward at their

Sometimes I proceed with the lazy per- 
son's approach to overwintering. I simply 
withhold water, let the foliage fall off and 
store the pot, tubers still in the soil. If I 
am feeling ambitious in late winter I will 
remove the tubers and replant them into 
fresh soil and then begin watering them. If 
not, I will just start watering the old pot soil 
and all. Within a couple of weeks the plant 
starts to sprout; just like magic! Just be 
forewarned that this second approach will 
probably need additional fertilizer to keep 


flowers coming because the previous years’ 
soil is likely tired out. 

For now, enjoy tuberous begonias in all 
their glory, and if you are up for it come fall, 
try your hand at overwintering them.

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Leary, McKennedy pick up wins at Monadnock 


WINCHESTER, N.H. - There's a new sheriff in town at 
Monadnock Speedway. His name is Tyler Leary, and he’s 
rounding up Modified feature wins. 

Winless for his career only eight days earlier, the Hatfield, 
Mass. pilot set fast time in qualifying Friday at the high- 
banked speed plant and then roared to his second NHSTRA

Councilor Paul Cavallo commented on 
the school portion of the budget, and com- 
plimented the Agawam Public Schools on 
coming through with a very small increase. 

Following discussion, the budget passed 
unanimously 10-0 with just Councilor 
Rosemary Sandlin absent from the meet- 
ing. Unlike previous years, there were no 
proposals to make any cuts to the budget. 

The proposed budget comes in at more 
than $100 million between the town’s op- 
erating budget, funded capital improve- 
ments, and operating and capital budget 
for the Agawam Public Schools. 

The school budget is proposed to be 
nearly $48 million, just a 1.68 percent in- 
crease, and the next highest funded de- 
partment is the police department at $6.3 
million. The fire department is funded at 
about $4.5 million. 

This year, Sapelli is planning to use $3.5

million in free cash to offset the tax levy. He 
said Agawam continues to be a community 
that does not seek Proposition 2 % over- 
ride to help fund the budget. 

Other expected revenues include the lo- 
cal option meals tax, and casino mitigation 
funds the town is still receiving from MGM 
Springfield. 

There are sizeable increases to the 
stormwater management budget, but the 
overall budget is increasing by 4.06 per- 
cent, Sapelli said. 

Among funded capital improvements 
are new DPW vehicles and equipment 
totaling about $359,000, street and infra- 
structure improvements at $400,000, and 
sidewalk work at $200,000. 

Sapelli said all employees are retained 
in his budget, but reduction in positions 
will be attained through not filling vacan- 
cies. He did note a sizeable increase, 7.33 
percent, in benefits and insurance. Insur- 
ance is a fixed cost that rises nearly every 
year. 
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nesses were able to hear and see legislators 
and vice versa, it was a good opportunity.” 

Wozniak mentioned that the legislators 
present had a good amount of information 
and ideas to take back with them, giving a 
reason to create another luncheon some- 
time in the fall.

These interventions included week- 
ly SEL lessons in a 30-minute block un- 
til April 5, they worked with classroom 
teachers with their use of Inner Explor- 
er and GoZen programs and PBIS, they 
also took on the responsibility of securely 
screenings for students with flagged con- 
tent and searches. 

They also had additional safety pro- 
tocols that may have had a hand in low- 
ering the ODR numbers, they included 
a structured recess, small lunch groups, 
and structured dismissals from class- 
rooms. They also held staff appreciation 
in each school, at Robinson Park they had 
a 60-birthday video for the school, show- 
ing different staff throughout the years 
and celebrating their work. The second 
tier focused on smaller groups of stu- 
dents and sometimes individually with 
students. This tier offered social and grief 
groups for students who need more sup- 
port academically or behaviorally, they 
also included a check in and out, wellness 
checks for remote students, targeted be- 
havior incentives, and individualized stu- 
dent support plans. 

Harris spoke about the PBIS teams and 
lead teachers working together to make 
sure students had access to tier one sup- 
ports while navigating remote and in per- 
son learning through the year. Each team 
met monthly to analyze ODR’s as well as 
check in and out data to look for patterns 
and to plan, the teams would review the 
data together and plan school actives and 
incentives. Incentives included a school 
store that kids could purchase things at, 
entered monthly raffles, spirit days and 
weeks like fancy dress up, Disney day, fu- 
ture day, and favorite character day. There 
were also monthly incentives like the 
Memorial Day picnic, Spring Fling, and a 
popcorn and diversity circus show. 

They also created a PBIS Squad that

included third and fourth grade model 
students who helped plan and promote 
tier one PBIS events. They helped the lead 
teachers to take videos and write synop- 
sis’ of why they love Granger school when 
planning an open house for Robinson 
students who visited. They give example 
and expected behaviors to other students 
in school and on the bus; there is a safety 
patrol group for the bus where the stu- 
dents model positive behavior on the bus, 
they can issue tickets to students who are 
following along. The Robinson school has 
Eagle Leaders, who elected by peers and 
help to set up the April spirit week. 

This year the Robinson teachers were 
able to visit Granger to attend their meet- 
ing and help plan activities, the students 
were also able to buy into the Granger 
incentives and it was a positive and suc- 
cessful event. 

The schools focused on bringing PBIS 
home this year for those participating in 
remote learning. They held Google Meets 
with remote students to hangout and 
have a snack during spirit days, they had 
a remote incentive plan and menu, they 
had an online banking system to track 
cash remotely from the school store. 
There was a focus on both hybrid and 
remote students so everyone was able to 
participate. 

The lead teachers also focused on at- 
tendance for both remote and hybrid stu- 
dents, creating daily exit tickets in google 
classrooms for students learning remote- 
ly, there were attendance letters sent 
home every six weeks for eight or more 
absences, there were attendance meet- 
ings with families, and there were well- 
ness visits with the district Truancy Of- 
ficer. The plans they put into effect were 
helpful during the year and they believe 
a combination of these plans resulted in 
lower ODP’s and they saw that these ad- 
ditional supports headed students both 
in person and remote as the year pivoted 
between the two.
